WINTERING ROSES 


In our severe climate, 
TEA, PERPETUAL and 
POLYANTHA ROSES 
should be carefully pro- 
tected for the winter. To 
do this, mound earth 
around the plant to a 
height of 6 or 8 inches, 
late in fall and before the 
ground freezes. After the 
ground has frozen (prob- 
ably in December), cover 
the entire Rose bed with 
hay or straw from 18 to 
24 inches deep. This will 
protect the ground from 
alternate thawing and freezing, and cut down evaporation 
of moisture from the Rose canes.
